A Decision Interesting to Sheriffs,

LaAPAYETTE, June 16.—This morning
Judge Langdon, of the Cireuit Court, ren-
dered a decision that will be of impertance
to the sheriffs of this State, if the decision
be sustained by the Supreme Court.to which
this case will now go. Some years ago the
County Commissioners, nnder legal advice,
held that the sheriff was not entitled to

any fee for receiving and discharging pris-
oners at the coanty jail. Under this de-
cision Sheriff M'l'ﬁm en was knocked out
of about §50 and e present sheriff’ about
$1,500. Judge Langdon decides that the
fee demanded by the sheriil is not one for
which the county is liable and that, there-
fore, he cannot recover from the county.
Sheriff McKee some time ago wrote to
nearly all the sherifls of Indiana, and every
one responding stated that it was the cus-
tom of the county to pay the shenif for re-
seiving and discharging the prisoners. This
gase will go up at once. The fee was 20
sents for letting & man in and 20 cents for
otting him out.

YILLAGE PARTLY BURNED.

Casselmrn, Ont., Suffers a Loss of 811%,000,
with Insurance of 870,000,

Orrawa, Ont., June 16.—The village of
Casselman, about thirty miles from Ot-
tawa, on the line of the Canadian Atlantic
railway, is likely to be entirely consumed
by fire. Passengers by the Atlantic train
from Montresl sdy the village, when tney
passed through it last night, was a mass
of fire. Immense viles of lumber, measur-
ing miillions of feet, and huge stacks of
tan-bark containing thousands of cords,
and nearly every house and store in the
village were on fire. Mern, women and
ohildren were rushing toward the woods in
the most frantic manner, with what little
of their household effects they could resoue
from their dwellings. There was no possi-
bility of ascertaining whether there had
been loss of life, but the destruction of
property must have been enormouns. The
village is the second largest on the Cana-
dian Atlantie line between Ottawa and

Cotteau. The population ia said to be
somewhere 1n the vicinity of one thousand.

LATER.—The fire destroyed the saw-mills
of the Casselman Lamber Company, six
houses and an immense pile of lamber and
stables in connection with the mills. The
total loss is §115,000; insurance, $70,000.

Fire in the Cincinnati Hospital,

CINCINNATI, June 16,.—A scene of terror
and confusion was presented at the City
Hospital last midnight, when an alarm of
fire was sounded and the flames shot from
basement to roof in the northwest buildiag
of the hollow square. Fortunately, the
fire department made a prompt and ample
reaponse and prevented the destruction of

the building. Theemployesof the hospital
acted with rare discretion and heroism in
removing without injury the patients,
smong whom were the violent and the

paralytic sufferers, and those aﬁninut whom

How Lieut. Grant and Eighty Men
Foughtand Whipped 4,600 Mavipuri.

The Story of the Gailant Defenss of Thobal
Told by the Man Who Commanded—A Re-
treat Under Discouraging Conditions.

e ———

London Times. ,
Lieut.-Gen. Douglas Grant has kindly
favored us with the following letter from
Major Grant, V. C., to his mother, dated
from Camp Palel, Manipur, April 16, 1801:
Here in peace and plenty and well and
fit. On March 27, morning, thirty-five men
of Forty-thhrd Goorkha Light Infantry
came into Tummu reporting that there had
been a great fight at Manipor on the 25th.
Chief Commissioner Grimwood, the Resi-
dent, same who came to see me with wife,
Colonel Skene, and many others were
killed, and five hundred Goorkhas killed,
prisoners or fled to Assam; the thirty-five
men of Forty-third Light Infantry bad been
left at the station Lungtobal, four miles
south of Manipur, and after the others
broke they retreated to Tummu in forty-
eight hours, only halting four hours or so,
fighting all the way, and losing several
killed; I wired all over Burmah and asked
for leave to go up and help Mrs. Grimwood
and rest to escape, and got orders at 11 p,
M, on 27th., At5 A, M., 25th, I started with
fifty of my men, 160 rounds each, thirty
Goorkhas, Martini rifles, sixty rounds, and
three elephants, marched till 5 p, M., then
slept till 1 A, M., 20th, marched till 2 p, >,
slept till 11 p, M., marched and fought all
the way till we reached Patel at 7 A. M.,
30th, having driven 150 men out of a hill en-
trenchment and two hundred out of Palel,
at the foot of the hills, witbout loss. Ele-
phants could only go one mile or so an hour
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Brevel-Major Grant,

over these hills, six thousand feet high,
between this and Tumunu, but road very
good. Prisoners taken at Palel said that
all the sahibs killed or ma[li,od. Mrs.
Grimwood escaped to Assam. Poor Mel-
ville, who had stayed a week before me at
Tummu f(telegraph superintendent), killed
on march. I marched at 11 p. M., 20th, and
neared Thobal at 7 A. M., meeting slight re-
sistance till within three hundred yards of
river, three feet to six feet deep and fifty
furda bread; there, seeing a burning bridge,

galloped up on poor Clinker (the old
steeple-chasing Burman tal ‘I had just
bought on selling my Australian mare,
Lady Alice), and was greeted by & hot fire
from mud-walled compounds on left of
bridge and trenches on the right in open
all across the river. lsaw the wooden
bridge was burnt through, and made rec-
ord-time back to my men, emptying my re-
volver into the enemy behind the walls
My men were in fighting formation; teun
my men Second Burmah Battalion of Pun-

-opened volleys by sections (ten men) and

then advanced, one esection tiring a volley
while the other rushed forward thirt
paces, threw themselves down on ground,
and fired a volley, o which the other sec-
tion did hkewise, Thus we reached one
bundred yards from the enemy, where we
laid for about five minutes, firing at the
only thing we could see, pufis of smoke
from the enemy’s loopholes and covered
with the dust of their bullets;: 1 had seen
one man clean killed at my side, and had
felt & sharp flick under arm and began to
think we were 1n for about as much as we
could manage: but the men were behaving
splendidly, firing ocarefully and weil di-
rected. Il signaled up the supports to come
up wide on each flank; they came with a
splendid rush and never stopped on joining
the firing line, but went clean on to the
bank of the river, within sixty yards of the
enemy, lying down and tiring at their
heads, which could now be seen as they
raised them to fire; then the former firing
Iino]umfed up and we rushed into the
water, was tirst in, but not tirst out, as
I got inup to my neck and had to be helped
out sand got across nearer to the bridge, the
men fixing bayonets in the water.

PRELIMINARY MOVEMENTS,

The enemy now gave way, and ran away
all along, but we bayoneted eight in the
trenches on the right, found smx shot
through the bead, behind the compound
wall, At the second line of walls they
tried to rally, but our men on the right soon

changed their minds, and on they went and
never stopped till they got behind the hills
on the top of the map; our advance and
their retreat was just as if you rolled one
ruler after another uF the page on whieh
the map is. When 1 got to the scenel
halted 1n sheer amazement; the enemy’s
line was over & mile long. 1 estim:
them at 800, the subadar at 1,200, afterward
heard they were S00 men besides officers.
They were dressed mostly in white jackets,
with white turbans and dhoties, armed
with tower muskets, Enfield and Snider
rifles, pud about 200 in red jackets and
white turbans, armed with Martinis, a rifie
that will shoot over twice as far as our
Suniders, * * *

On April 1, at 6 A. M., my patrols reported
enemy advancing in full force from their
new position. 1 went to (A), where picket
was, and took asingle shot with a Goorkha's
Martini into a group of ten or twelve at
seven hundred yards, The group bolted
behind the walls, and the little Goorkbhas
screamed with delight at a white hesap left
on the road, which got up and fell down
again once or twice, mnone of the
others venturing ount to help the poor
wretch. Thena group sassambled on the
bill, one thousand or 1,100 yards off, and
the Goorkha Jemadar fired, and one went
rolling down the hill; I fire! again, but neo
vismible effect. The enemy then retired un-
der cover; butat 3 r. M. they advanced in
fullforce. I lined wall with fifty men,
holding rest in reserve 1n the fort. The en-
emy advanced to six hundred yards, when
we opened volleys, and after firing st us
wildly for balf an hour they again retired
to eight hundred yards, and suddenly from
the hill a great “boom,” a scream through
the air, then fifty feet over our heads a
large white cloud of smoke, a loud report
and fragments of a nine or ten.-pound
elongated common shell from a rifle can-
non fell between us and our fort; a second
followed from another gun, and burst on
our right; then another struck the ground
and burst on impact to cur front, firing a
patch of grass; they went on with the
shrapnel. I confess | wasin a horrid fonk,
for althonah I knew that artillery has lit-
tle or no eftect on extended troops behind &
little cover, I dreaded the moral eflect on
my recruits, who must haye had an
enormously exaggerated idea of the power
of guns; but they behaved splendidly, and
soon ] bad the exact range of the Enna by
the smoke and report trick, nine hundred
or 970 yards, and after half an hour, dprin‘
which their fire grew wilder and wilder,
both guns disappeared.

DRAWING THE LINE CLOSER.

The next morning (6th) they attacked
again at dawn, snd ns I bad only seventy
rounds per man for Sniders and thirty for

Martinis, I closed into the fort. At firet,
after forty minutes’ shelling, they made de-
termined efforts to croas the walls 100 to 200
yards in front of my front and left; ba
nearly every man was hit as he moun
the wall, and then they remained firin
from bebind the walla. At 8 A, M. .m!
lot had collected behind the wall 200 yards
from my left. I erept out with ten or twelve
Goorkhas, who held my rear and right un-
der the hedaze, and drove them with by
an attack on their right flank, and we bolt-
ed back to fort without loss. Then at 11
A. M. there was ﬁnnr froma behind the
hedges to our front with a weapon that
rang out louder than their rifles. 1 crept
out with a havildar and eix Goorkhas close
in the ditch under the hedge, out to eur
front from our right, up to within ten
ynrt_i:lpt the nearest of them. They opened
a wild fire and bolted as we attacked their
left flank, but then we found ourselves in
a bit of a hole, for thirty or forty were in a
corner behind a wall six feet high, over
which they were firing at us. | had m
double-barreled, sixteen-bore shotgun an
six buck-shot and six ball eartridges, and
as they showed their heads over the wall
they get buck-shot in their {aces at
twenty yards. When my twelve rounds
were fired, and the Goorkhas also
doing considerable damage, we rushed
the wall and I dropved one through the
head with my revolver and hit some more
as they bolted. When we cleared them out
we returned to the fort along the diteh,
having had the hottest three minutes on
record and onl{lgot the Goorkha bhavildar
shot through the hand and some of our
clothes shot through; we had killed at lenst
ten. Next day 1 visited the corner and
found blood, thirty Snider and fifteen
Martini cartridges, and one four-inch-long
Express cartnidge, .500, which accounted
for the nliar sounds I had Xeard.
Next day 1 heard 1 had killed the"Bhudda”
(old) Senaputty, or the commander-in-
chief of the old Maharaj, father of the
present lot of scoundrels, and also two gen-
erals—but that is not yet confirmed. Well,
as | havesaid, we bolted back into the for
and I had thirty minutes’ leisure to go al
around mgnfort. and I found I had only
fifty rounds per man, enough for one hours’
hard ﬁ_ght:n{. and onliy twenty-five for
Martinis; so 1 ordered ail the men to lie
down behind the walls, and one man in six
kept half an hour’s watch on their move-
ments. The men had orders not to fire a
ashot till the enemy were halt way across the
open adjoining compounds, but the enem
declined to cross the open, and the men di
not tire a shot all day. 1 pvicked oft a few
who ahowed their heads from the east cor-
ner, where I spent the rest of the day, the
men smoking and chatting, and at last took
no notice of the builets cutting the trees a
foot or six inches over their heads. Thus
the day passed, the enemy retiring atdark,
and we counted onr loss—two men and one
follower wounded, one by shell, one pon
Killed, two wounded, twoelephants wound-
ed, one uvemlg. and my breakfast spoilt
by & shell, which did not frighten my boy
who brought me the head of the uhranne[
which did the mischief—I will send it
home to be made into an inkpot with in-
scription—and half my house knocked
down. Next day, 7th, quiet, improved
ost and pounded dban to make rice.
saturday, Sth, ditte. Large bodies of
Manipuris seen moving to my rtight rear
long way off. At5, Tth, two Burmans came
with letters from Mabarajah to Viceroy,
and a letter from Civil to poor Kkilled chief
commissioner. | opened and found that
large army comes up from Barmah “at
onee,” A small party three or four days
before would have been more use.

ORDERED TO RETREAT.
At noon, Sth, white flag appeared, and a

man stuck a letter on road and went back.
Went and found it contained a letter from

Presgrave, with orders from Burmah for
me to retire on first opportunity, and he
was not to reinforce me, but to help me to
retire. 1 was sick, but the orders were
most peremptorily worded. Bo, at 7:50 p.
M., on & pitch-dark, rainy night, we started
back—a splendid night for a retreat, but

such a ghastly, awful job! We had two
wonnded elephants with us, and inade jusg
a mile an hour, only seeing onr bands be-
fore our facea by the lightning-flashes. 1 had
to hold on to a Sepoy’s coat, as 1 sould see
absointely nothing. but they see better in
the dark than we do. We weredrenched to
the skin, and were halting, taking ten
paces forward when the lightning tlashed,
and then halting the column half an hour
at times, but the feeble Manipuri, of course,
would not be out of sveh a night, and we
passed through three or four villages full
of troops withoutaman showing. At 2 A,
M., Oth, & man said, sleepily, *The party has
come’'—that was all—and the next moment
Presgrave had my hand. He had Leard
that 1 wascaptured and all my men killed
or taken at two different places: had re-
turned nearly to Tummu, but the two
Burmans with Maharsjah’'s letter told
him where I was, and he marched
thirty-six hours without kit or ration,
only halting for eight hours, and was
coming on to Tummu, He went back to
meet some rations, and then, after passing
the night in a Naga village, returned to
Palel and here, with 180 men and eleven
boxes of ammunition—torty of them our
monnted infantry. At Palel we found
three or four hundred Manipuri soldiers
who did not expect us, They saw us a half
mile off and bolted after firing a few shots.
I went on with the mounted infantry, aud
after trotting till within three hundred

ards of the retreating army we formed a
ine on the open and went in. [ rode fora
palei and umbrella I saw, and shooting one
or two on my way, got close up, but a hun-
dred or so had made for the hills on our
right and made ashort stand, and suddenl
down went poor Clinker on his head, hnr{-
ing me off. Jumpea up—I was covered with
blood from a bullet wound in the r
beaat’s foreleg, just below the shoulder.
T'wo men came up, I twisted my handker-
chief round with a cleaning-rod above the
wound, stopping the blood trom the severed
main artery, and refilling my revolver, ran
on. By this time the men had jumped oft
and were fighting with the enemy on the
hill; the palki was down, and 1 fear the
inmate of it escaped. We killed forty
of them without loss, exocepting
poor Clinker and another ny.
After pursuing three miles we stop aud
returned to the infantry, which were rather
out of it, though they donbled two milea,
Found poor Clinker's large bone broken,
and had toshoot him at once. We ocollect-
ed the spoil and returned to camp, where
we had a quiet night, and were joined by
the Hon. Maj. Charies l.eslie and four bun-
dred of his Second-Fourth Goorkhas and
two mountain guns; Cox, of ours. Total,
now, eight Bntish officers; all very nice
and jolly; but, to our disgust, we have to
halt here for rest of ours, rest of Goorkhas,
two more guns and General Grabam, Cox
brought me tel ms of congratalations
from Sir Frederick Roberts, General Stew-
art, commanding Burmah, and chief com-
missioner, saying agerythinf kind and nice
they could. Isentin my dispatches next
day, and so the firet act of the Manipur
campaign closes. My men have bLehaved
-plendldhy. both in attack, siege and re-
treat, and 1 have recommended all for the
Order of Merit. MIY luck all through has
been most marvelons—everything turned
up all nght, and there was hardly a hitch
anywhere. Poor Chinker! He was three
hundred yards from eight hundied rifles
for twonty minutes and never touched, and
a shot killed him at fall gallop.

Expert Accountants Report on Their Exam-

ination Into Bardsley's Keystone Swindie.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 16.—The report
of the expert accountarts, showing in de-
tail what ex-City Treasurer Bardsley did
with the $445,000 that he embezzled from
the school fund, was submitted to Mayor
Stuart yesterday, and by him forwarded
to the Council investigating committee to-
day. Thereport is as tollows:

Dear Bir—In compliance with the promise in
our report to you of the 12th inst. to furnish a
statlement showing specifically the disposition
made by Mr. Bardsley of the sum of $445,428.25,
received by him on account of Btate appropria-
tions to the common schools of Philwdelphia,
but which be talled to pay into the city treasury,
we report as follows:

First—As to the item of $200,428.23, being
the balance of the school appropriation for the
school year ending June 30, 1590: On May 1,
1890, the bank acoount of John Bardsley with
the Keystone Bank, kept in his individual name,
appears to have been overdrawn $15,926.30. On

ay 31, 1800, Mr. Bardsley deposited in the
bauk a check from State school department, bal-
auce of appropriation, 32542523, thus can-
celing bia overdraft of $15,926.30 and giving
hiw a credit of $0,601.93. Agaiust this balance
of £0,501.93 and other moneys subsequently de-

wsited by him, he drew checks amounting to
12,278.9]1, thus exhausting all of the sehool
ﬂrpropriat!on fund which had been deposited by

m.

Second—As to the item of $420,000 on account
of the sehool appropriation for the school year
ending June 30, 1591, Mr. Bardsley appears to
have recelved for the above swount: Check on
Farmers' and Mechanics’ National Bank, $20,-
000; check on the Peoples' Bank, $250,000;
chieck on Fourth-atreet National Bank, $180.-
CO0; total, $420,000. The first stated amount,

20,000, was deposited Jan. 3, 1%91, by John
Bnrd»le;. in the Third National Bank, to the
credit of his private acconut, and was used by
him to repay 220,000 which he had taken on
Dec. 23, 1590, from moneys belouging to the
bighway account. As to the second above-
mentioned amount of $250,000, the above check
for £250,000 was de ted on Jan. 5, 15891, to
the eredit of John Bardsley in the People's
Bank. Against the amount so deposited the stubs
of his check-book show that checks were drawn
for the p se Indicated as follows:

Cheek ®, dated Jan. 12, 1891 —*State Treasuar-
er, account of tax on personal property,” $50,-
